JEWS FEAR TROUBLE

RUSSIAN OUTRAGES ARE AGAIN
PROBABLE.

BEILIS TRIAL NEARING CLOSE

Accused Witnesses Deny All Charges,
But Thelr Evidence Is
Contradictory.

Klov~As the trial of Mendel Bollis,
charged with murdering the Christinp
boy, Andrew Yushinsky, in March,
1811, poreeeds, the uneasy feeling fs
growing that whatever tha result,
outbranks against the Jews wlill faol
low. [Dispatches from varlous quan
ters indicate active preparations In
this direction,

“The Black Hundrod” organ, The
Two Headed Bagle, In an inflamma-
tory article, commenting ou alleged
Jewlgh threats against Russia pub-
lished In the Vienese press, calls ona
its readers “to remember always and
everywhera the infamous words ut-
tered by Jewlsh publieiste and that
the Jews dare to [nsuit the sacred
namae of our adored amperor and
menace his sacred gerson and the
whole Imperial family."

The pollee have arrested many per-
sons In the suburbs of Kiev on the
charge of attampting to incite rlots
against Jews

Deny Everything.

The evidence at the trial of Bellls,
which practically toncludes the testi-
mony ageinst him on the charge of
murdering Yushinsky, wae of no spe-
clal iInterest, except that Rudzinsky
and Sipgrlevsky, confronted with the
witnesges who had accused them of
Yushinsky's, stoutly denled every-
thing, They were unable to stand
aguinst the cross-examination and
made contradictory statements,

On the witness stand these two
mrmbers of the Tcheberink gang
confessed that they had vommitted a
robbery on the night of March 25,
1811, the date of Yushinsky's murder,
In order to avert suspicion which
might wrongly attach to them in con-
nection with the murder. On the
rrospexamination they gave confused
and’ evasive answers,

Guards and Strikers Battle,

Laudlow, Colo.—A general battle be-
‘ween ‘strikerd, mine guards and dep-
iy sherifla was waged for twelve
aours In Berwin canon, at Hastings,
and in the vicinity of the Colorado &
Southern station at Ludlow. Firing
started at 4 o'clock in the moruing
ind continued Intermittently wuntil
aenrly 4 o'clock in the afternoon. One
nine guard was killed and, according
to union men, one striker Is missing.
I'he ‘mituation is extremely critical,
More than 700 armed strikers are re-
ported to be In the fleld agalnst the
mine guards. Armed strikers patrol
the entlre district in the vicinity of
Ludlow and communication with the
sumps of the Cedar Hill, Tollerbugh, t
Berwin, Hastings, Delegun and To-
basco has practically been cut off.

Diaz Resigns from Army.

Vern Cruz, Mexlco—The last shred
dinding General Felix Diaz and Presl.
fent Vietorlano Huerta was severed
when General Diaz telegraphed to the
Department of War his resignation as
brigadier general of the army. The
general sald nothing of his trip to
Mexico Clty on the invitation of Gen-
eral Huerta. He refused to accompany
Colonel  Vidaurrazags, secretary to
General Blanquet, war minister, glvy-
ing a8 his reason the lllness of his
wife. Colonel Vidaurrazega con-
tinued his efforts to Induce General
Dinz to change his declsion, but final-
ly left for the capital on a spocial
train. General Diaz and hig famlly re
mained here.

JIATE'S RESOURGES

LIVE S8TOCK AND LAND VALUES
OF NEBRASKA.

GOSSIP FROM STATE CAPITAL

ftems of Interest Gathered from Re
liable Sources and Presented in
Condensed Form te Our
Readers.

Hon., Charles W, Fool, deputy eom-
missioner of Inbor, has just (ssued
“Bulletin No. 27 of the Nebraska State
Bureau of Labor and Industrial Statls
ties.” It {5 a concise and comprehen-
give volume containing (nformation in
a condaensed form rogarding the state’s
various Industries, {t& manufacturing
Interests, live stock and crop produc-
tion. Population and land values, and
a thorough epitome of county statls
ticg, together with a well-written his-
tory pf Nebraska as a territory and a
gtate, Informatiom regarding every
ftem has been gathered from thorough-
Iy rellable sources, and can be relled
upon as belng authentic,

Amongst other important matter
found within it covers, the bulletin
contains the following data regarding
the state's live stock assessment and
fts gain in acreage and land values:

There are 920,081 horses in the
ntate valued at $73.30 on the average,
96,500 mules that are worth $90.90
aplece, 1,040,102 cattle with an aver-
age value of $29.40, and 1,762,602 hogs
valued at $£0.96, according to the
figures just totaled by the state assess.
ment board, with the grand assess
ment roll for the present yoar ns a
basle. All of the values nre higher
than last year. There are 4,000 less

horses in the state, however, than
there were in 1012 and 5,000 more
muleg. There are about 60,000 less
eattle than when the 1912 figures

were garnered in by assessors over the
state,

Although there 'was no real eatate
revaluation for the present year,
values of this class of property show
an upward climb. Improved lande
thal averaged $37.60 an acre in value
last year bave leaped ahead to $46.70
‘The average In the entire state In.
oreased in the year from 21,201,835 to
21,326,665 acres, Unimproved lands
fell off from an average acre valuation
of §5.15 to §8.20. The total value of
all lands, both improved and unim:
proved, increased from $1,246,345,228
to $1,266,221,730, a gain of more than
$10,000,000 in the twelve months.

Studied Single Tax System.

Detalls of the operation of the modl
fled single tax system adopted by sev
eral Canadian provinces were pre
sented to the state tax commission by
Director A. E. Sheldon of the legisla
tive reference bureau. Mr. Sheldon
made a six weeks' investigation of the
system during the past summer and
familiarized himself with points which
he was requested o detall to the tax
body upon his return. According te
his statements to the commission
about three-fourths of  the present
population of the four western pro
vinces has migrated there {n the lasi
ten years., ‘““Never before in the his
tory of the civilized world has so large
& population, with so many of the tools
for developmen. and so large a credit
in the borrowing centers of the world
taken up such a large area of fertile
land in so brief a time, The product
of these factors has been an extra
ordinary development of land specu
lation,"” he sald.

The Oats Crop.

For 1913 the acreage devoted to onts
in Nebraska aggregates 2,019,096, ac-
cording (o the estimates of the state
board of agriculture. The production
Is 562,222,066 Dbushels and the cash
value of the crop for the year amounts
to $17,233.281.78. The estimated pay
roll of the Nebraska manufacturers
last year was $15,622,204. Thus the
Nebraska oat crop for this year would
meel 4 year's payroll with almost two
milllon dollars to spare,

The government serum station, lo
cated at the state university farm, will
turn out & milllon cuble centimeters of
hog cholera serum this month and will
to some extent catch up with the de
mand which has been wvery heavy in
Nebraska this summer and fall. The
government keeps o drove of hogs ot
the station for the manufacture of
serum and for bleeding purposes
This serum is sold to the farmers at
the cost of 1 cent per cuble centl
meter, which I8 just what |s costs the
government to make it

Many Hotels Are Inspected.

Nine bundred and fifteen hotels, res
taurants, rooming houses and apart
ments have been Inspected by the
state hotel commission eince that body
came Into new gpowers Total col
lgetions for the first six months of the
department's exlslence were §$2,974,
rocording to a report handed out by
Commissioner Ackerman Salary of
the commiseioner. In that (ime has
amounted to $752, and his traveling ex
penses totaled $108. Deputy Inspee
tors drew §5611 in selary and §602 in
iraveling expenses. \
